My deoï Sir, — 1 am making the moat 
of u few .«paie momsuts to write you 
a brief letter telling you of iny where- 
abouts, it has been in my mind for 
some weeks to write you, but 1 have 
been very 1-usy, and have not really 
had l he opportunity to Jo so till now. 

A month ufter Convocation, 19Hi, 
the answer to my application for a 
commission In the Engineers, which I 
had sent forward In May, came to 
hand, ordering me to report to the 
Canadian Engineer Training Depot at 
Valcartler. 

I spent a very pleasant and instruc- 
tive summer at the abpve camp, !n 
company with several other McGIll 
boys, who had also been granted com- 
missions in the Engineers. The lat- 
ter end of September, 1916, the Depot 
wus moved from Valcartler to î!fe. 
John's, Quo. At last In the latter part 
of November of last year, a draft of 
officers was called for, and about ::!) 
of us were sent over to England. Un- 
fortunately, we landed at the worst 
part of the year, in regard to weather 
conditions, and r might say we were 
not exactly struck with the English 
winter, with its rain, snow, mud and 
cold. 

However, it wasn't long when the 
opportunity presented itself of getting 
over to France. There were at that 
time, three battalions (Canadian) 
made dver from infantry to Pioneer 
units. These Battalions were rather 
weak in Engineers, so twenty-one Can- 
adian Engineers wero picked to go 
with these, seven to. each, among them 
Art. Brown, Hugh Cromble, Harry 
Thompson, Stan. Cole, Art. Rlddell 
and myself, all old McGill boys 

Thompson and myself were sent 
with five others to the 12£rd Bat- 
talion, and have been with them ever 
since. We came out hero in the ear- 
ly part of Marcli and havd therefore 
been out here now 8 months. Wo 
have never regretted 6ur change from 
the Engineers to the Pioneers, as the 
work is identical, namely, building 
light railways, constructing trenches, 
plunk roads, dugouts, etc. 

I understand Art. Brown and Crom- 
ble have both been wounded and re- 
turned to Canuda. 

One often comes ncross old ac- 
quaintances over here; every day you 
meet someone you knew at home. 

Everything is going along well, but 
I can assure you we are all looking 
forward to getting back to dear old 
Canada safe and sound once more. 
The sooner the better, that is of course 
after the Hun has been brought 
around to our way of thinking. 

Please give my regarda to Mrs. 
Adams. 

My thoughts often revert to my 
Alma Mater, and to It go forth my 
best wishes and especially to the Fac- 
ulty of Applied Science.

Blighty, 
Nov. 1), 1910. 

My dear , As you will notice by 

the above address, 1 am once more 
back In civilization and am going to 
try very hard to write you a half re- 
spectable letter. There Is a great deal 
I could tell you that might be inter- 
esting, but it is hard to write. Never- 
theless, to make a letter, I will give 
you a short account of some of my 
experiences while In tho firing line. 
When I went to the battalion, what 
was left of them were back in billets 
near Steenvoorde, behind the Ypres 
Salient. Here we stayed for quite a 
while , drilling, bayonet practice, 
bombing, etc. At last the order came 
tor us to move into the line for a 
sixteen day tour. This was to be our 
baptism of fire, which is some experi- 
ence. Of course, we were all very 
keen to get In and have a smash at 
old Fritz, but 1 am afraid we were 
only too Ignorant of the task we had 
before us. However, we got into the 
shell torn city of Vpres at night, 
which is about three miles behind the 
line, i'lrd which Is also dally shelled 
by Fritz. The next day we experi- 
enced shell fire, which at its best is 
"ne bon." But one comment: Tpres 
Is a sight that no man who saw it 
ni 1 ever forget. The destruction by 
shell fire is something beyond all im- 
agination. It has been won' and re- 
won 1>y British, Germans, and Cana- 
dians, and covers the- dead of all the 
armies fighting in France. There Is 
not a standing building in thé whole 
city, and the ruins of the churches 
and beautiful "Cloth Hall" arc inftr- 
veilou.". I cannot begin to describe 
them. 

For two nights we did "working 
parties" up to the front line — digging 
and consolidating trenches — and 
"carry ng parties." These we accom- 
plished with no casualties, though 1 
had one narrow escape, having my 
rifle chipped by a bullet within two 
Inches of my head. After these two 
nights we moved into the front line, 
and remained there for eight days 
and nights, but it was very quiet, and 
we had only ten casualties during our 
spell in. 

Coming out again, we did somè 
more "working parties." and then 
moved back to billets for a few days. 
Our next turn in the Une proved very 
much more interesting. Wo wero 
within thirty-five yards of Fritz, and 
he could throw everything at us from 
pin-heads to Massey-Harrls binders 
But he got a little more back. While 
"In" this time, volunteers were. asked 
for tho "listening post," and I wan 
out with one of the other boys, and 
continued at it for four nights. We 
were at the pleasant distance of 20 
yards from Fritz, and could quite 
plainly hear him speaking. Then, on 
August 12, there was quite a scrap, In 
which we suffered fairly heavily, but 
have the satisfaction that old Fritz 
suffered still more. He opened uP 
hla artillery about 8 ium.- just as we 
were snoozing nfler a hard night's 
work. AVhen I woke up 1 thought the 
earth was celebrating July First, the 
way lt was rising, and chunks of steel 
Iron, sausages, whiz-bangs, rifle-gren- 
ades, and various other utensils jof 
warfare were flying around, not in the 
least particular where they stopped 
But there was to bo a little argument 
about this, so our artillery opened up 
along wllh our trench mortars, stokes 
guns and rifle grenades, and threw 
over to Frltzy a littlo scrap Iron to 
mix with his sauerkraut and sausages. 
The bombardment lasted about six 
hours, getting more intense from our 
£ims towards the end; but this was 
not all. Old Bosche thought he could 
settle nicely In our trench, so he be-

self for a moment and smiles, but only for a moment, then he says : 
"But my dear chap, there have been several nasty railway acci- 
dents lately on that line, it wouldn't be at all nice if you were to get 
badly injured, you know. And it's sure to be dreadfully hot, and 
there's never much air in trains, and you'll get painfully sunburnt, 
and so on, until the friend wonders why he ever thought of leaving 
his home town. 

• A mother comes to him with the news that her son is leaving 
shortly for the front. The pessimist grasps her by the hand in a 
sympathetic way and, with a touching catch in his voico, he mur 
murs, "I can't # tell you how sorry I ami It must be awful for you 
" to know that your dear boy is going overseas, and that you will 
probably never see him again. This war is a miserable affair, and 
it looks as though it might last for many years yet, especially when 
" one thinks of the blunders that our commanders are making all 
the time." 

The pessimist tries to cross a street. A motor passes him at a 
distance of about two feet. Most people would feel grateful, if they 
could always be sure that motor cars would leave them as much 
space as that in the road, but not so the pessimist. He argues that, 
.if he had slipped, he would probably have fallen right under the 
wheels of the motor, and been killed; he sees himself as a mangled 
corpse, being wept over by his relatives and friends 

There is no end to the pessimism of this man, and no one seems 
, able to cure him of his disease. The effect that he is able to produce 
is extraordinary. We may assure ourselves that he is nothing but a 
narrow-minded pessimist, but nevertheless, his words linger in our 
minds, and have a dampening effect upon our spirits. We cannot 
altogether avoid him, becausa he is apt to appear wherever we go, 
and we cannot ignore him because he will make himself heard, how- 
ever hard wc try not to listen. All that we can do is to hope that 
he will not have such an effect upon us as to overcome our own 
optimism and convert us into pessimists like himself. 

Pessimists are negative rpiantities. The world can very well 
get along without them. What society needs to day is optimistic 
leadership, armed wtih courage and faith.

BETTER ENGLISH. 



k no better movement could sweep this campus than one whose 
purpose of organization is the use of better English, and the doing 
away with some of the inane forms of college slang that greet the 
ear at every turn. It seems bewildering, shocking in fact, to find 
within institutions of so-called higher learning, a demoralization 
among the student body, as far as the speaking of English goes. 

Men and women, as a rule, are judged, from a cultural and 
intellectual standpoint, by the language that they use in their con- 
• versation. Frequently one meets men or . women al great mental 
capacity, and oftentimes splendid education, who are poor conversa- 
.. tionalists; they say little; they make up for their conversational short- 
comings by being good listeners. There is no complaint to find with 
these individuals. When they do speak they say something worth 
while, and they say it well ;" their few wprds are spoken in the purest 
and most virile of English. . It is not, therefore, the man of few 
words we are bewailing. 

The majority of college students, it would seem, talk a great 
deal, say little, and what they do say, say poorly./ It isn't because 
of the fact that they do not know the fine usage of their mother 
tongue; they have been taught through grammar, high school and 
college the rules and conventions of speech,, but their teaching has 
evidently gone in through one ear and out the other. .If .some of 
this learning has stuck in their heads, they fail to use it; they do not 
think before they speak. Their vocabulary is singularly limited; 
the result is a consequent loss in forcefulnesa of speech, which comes

McGILL GRAD. DEAD. 



Following a brief Illness, Dr. Wil- 
liam James Scott. Arts '02. Med. '05. 
a well-known Montreal medical man, 
died in the General Hospital last even- 
ing. Mr. Scott contracted a septic 
infection in the course of his practice 
in Notre Dome de Grace a week ago, 
and this proved fatal. 

Bom In New Glasgow 36 years ago, 
and educated at the Montreal High 
School and at MteGill, Dr. Scott served 
year In the General Public Hospi- 
tal, St John. N.B., later going to 
Honan, China, as a medical missionary 
of the Presbyterian Church of Can- 
ada.

Finance— Lack .of Experience and 
Concentrated Contrel. 

Municipal finance is divided into 
two distinct phases, namely: — 

Capital Account:— (1) Revenue; (2) 
expenditure. 

Current Account:— (1) Revenue; (2) 
expenditure. 

The hazy ideas as to the relation- 
ship between these two phases of 
municipal finance are perhape respon- 
sible for the many serious problems 
which arise in connection with the 
financing of .municipal undertakings. 
It' was at one time a common prac- 
tice, and is now with many locai au- 
thorities, to embark upon works re- 
quiring the expenditure of large sums 
of capital monies before making the 
necessary arrangements to finance 
the cost of the work — and then, when 
it Is realized that work and improve- 
ments cannot be carried out without 
money, it Is found that the market 18 
not satisfactory for the sale of de- 
bentures. Temporary financial ar- 
rangements then have to be made, 
with all she disadvantages and loss 
usually attendant thereto. The lesson 
of the last few years may be a suf- 
ficient deterrent to a repetition of the 
same mistakes, but it is more than 
likely, with the continual change I" 
the personnel of local government, that 
the same mistakes and mismanage- 
ment will be repeated unless the fun- 
damental principles of Bound munici- 
pal finance are controlled and guided 
by experienced management. 

What is. and what is not, capital 
sxpendlture must be distinctly defin- 
ed hy the lifetime of the work propos- 
sd to be carried out and it should be 
recognized as a general principle that 
no work with a lifetime of less than 
five years should be paid for out of 
capital monies. 

There Is one result or capital expen- 
diture which the public cannot be too 
often reminded of. which is, that every 
cent spent In this way means so much 
more ?.dded to the taxes each year in 
payment of principal and Interest. 

The method adopted by some local 
minorities In making an Issuè of de- 
bentures Is sometimes open to criti- 
cism. Issues are placed upon the mar- 
ket when there Is no demand :or such 
securities, and It sometimes occurs 
that a- local authority? will make two, 
throe or even more issues In one year. 
Whether the sinking fund or serial 
debenture should be adopted Is law 
ly governed by the market In which 
the securities are to be sold and the 
preference • shown hy that market. 
There can be no doubt that the serial 
method has a number of advantages 
to commend It in preference to the 
sinking fund debenture, the principal 
of which Is that no sinking fund Is 
created, thereby removing the neces- 
sity of reinvestment and the risk of 
loss by making bad Investments. 

There is only one way in which capi- 
tal expenditures can be controlled and 
the necessary financial arrangements 
be properly made and that Is by fore- 
casting and planning all the works to 
be carried out during the year ut the 
beginning of the financial year. But 
even this system will not be entirely 
satisfactory and represent the waste of 
public money, if the programme bears 
no relation to a scheme which should 
have been previously prepared for th" 
ultimate development of the town ar 
city. 

Any expenditure upon an extension 
of a drainage, sewerage, waterworks, 
«'lectrlc light and power or rapid tran- 
sit system, or upon tho constuctlon 
and paving of streets, if not made in 
relation to the futuro development of 
tha community will be eventually 
partly or wholly wasted. It Is impos- 
sible to develop a town or city econo- 
mically unless the principles of what 
is commonly known as town planning 
have been properly understood and ap- 
plied. 

Since tho outbreak 'of war the mar- 
ket for municipal debentures, outside 
those which are sold in Canada, his 
changed from Great Britain to tho 
United States. During the year be- 
fore the outbreak of war Canadian 
municipal bond sales on. the Lond/n 
market ainouiitril to $32,347.435 com- 
oarod with $12,303,200 sold In the 
United States. Last year no Cana- 
dian municipal bond sales were made 
In Great Britain but, on the otihor 
hand, securities to the value of $82- 
336,764 were sold.tn the United States. 

There can be no doubt that during 
Ihe remaining period of the war, and 
for how long afterwards It is Impos- 
sible to forecast, the market for mu- 



nicipal securities will be very much 
curtailed and what capital financing 
will require to be done will be at a 
very high rate of interest. 

If greater confidence and co-opera- 
tion was established between local au- 
thorities, they could with ♦heir sink- 
ing fundi finance each other to better 
advantage than by going upon the 
open market at the present time. , 

Uniterm System ef Taxation Required. 

The second phase of municipal fin- 
ance ti that of providing revenue to 
meet current expenses and the control 
of outrent expenditures. 

The> methods of raising ourrent rev- 
enues throughout the Dominion are as 
diverse as other methods of munici- 
pal legislation and administration and 
there is rreat need for- thejcryBtalliza- 
tion of ldeaa In this regard and the 
recognition of some established prin- 
ciples and methods of assessment and 
taxation. V* 

In Western Canada during the boom 
days a system of taxation was largely 
adopted whtdh provided for raising the 
great**., part of local taxation by a 
tax on land alone, in some cities the 
assessment on Improvements was re- 
duced to a minimum, and in a few in- 
atancea wais entirety eliminated. 

Thé arguments In favour of - its 
adoption were:— 

(1) That It was the simplest method 
of raising: revenue. 

(2) That It would'induce owners of 
laikl to develop their property. 

(8) That it would prevent the specu- 
lation in land. 

(4) That it was the only fair and 
just method of taxation, because the 
vai'Je of the land Is entirely due to 
the presence and expenditure of the 
people. 

What are the actual results? . 

(1) It has proven to be the most 
difficult method of raising revenue and 
Is largely responsible for enormous 
arrears of taxes. 

(2) It did induce owners to develop 
their property, eo much so that pro- 
perty was developed beyond the nor- 
mal demand, with the result that. In- 
creased taxation has been Incurred, 
rents have beon reduced and the sup- 
posed benefits of the tax have acte;l 
tike a boomerang against the owner. 

Some owners :were so obsessed with 
the idea of getting as much as pos- 
sible out of their land that large sis 
to ten-storey blocks were built, with 
the result that store and office ac- 
commodation Is centred upon a small 
parcel of land, and the unfortunate 
owner of the balance is prevented, 
even if he would, from developing his 
property. 

(5) It did not prevent the specula- 
tion In land as, w'ille 1t was in opera- 
tion. Western Canada was pftsslns 
through the greatest land speculation 
In its history. In fact. It stimulated 
speculation, as though the supposed 
ndvantag* of Inducing the owner to 
develop his property, an unhealthy 
prosperity was created. ' 

(4) No system of taxation can he 
Vist which makes It Impossible for 
qn owner to earn a. fair Interest on 
his Investment and results in confis- 
cation of his property. 

(5) It did not spread the burden of 
taxation over the community. I.e.. 
t' rough the payment of rents, etc., as. 
twine to the unhealthy development 
■vhich it partly created, the supply 
was far greater than the demand and 
owners for tho last three years at 
least have been compelled to take by 
way of rent whatever they were of- 
fered, which In tho majority of case? 
was not sufficient to pay three .per 
cent. 011 the money invested, 

For a system of taxation to he suc- 
cessful. Just and fair it must 

(a) Enable the local authority to 
raise revenue for Its current expen- 
diture expeditiously, leaving as smS" 
a percentage of arrears at the end of 
the flnanolal year as possible. , 

(b) Be based upon benefits receiv- 
ed and ability to pay. 

(c) Ee distributed so that the cost 
of the maintenance of streets, sewers, 
etc.. be charged against the property 
which is specially benefited, and the 
cost of regulating public health, edu- 
cation, police protection, etc., be as- 
sessed according to the ability of the 
resident to pay. 

fdl Prevent an owner, by the impo- 
sition of ar. unearned Increment tax. 
from mnklmr an undue profit out of 
the enhanced value of his land created 
bv the presence and expenditure of 
the people. 



Adam Smith, in his book on the 
Wealth of Natione". lays down sound 
economic principles of taxation which 
have been tried out; they have proven 
just, fair and equitable and should be 
the basis of a uniform system o£ local 
assessment and taxation throughout 
the Dominion of Canada. 

One of the chief causes for a locai 
authority's financial difficulties is Its 
neglect to plan out and estimate its 
current expenditures, so that the 
amounts allotted to each department 
will be known within the first month 
of Us financial year. We have heard 
much of late from the United States 
nnd municipal bureaus, about "the 
municipal budget," as though it were 
something new in municipal admin- 
istration, and a panacea for all muni- 
cipal waste. That it is an important 
factor in controlling expenditures was 
recognized in Great Britain more than 
20 years ago, but instead of terming 
tne municipal appropriations a "bud- 
get" they were referred to as "estim- 
ates." 

Detailed estimates, appropriations or 
a budget, no matter by what name 
they may be called, should be pre- 
pared each year In collaboration with 
tho heads of departments, setting out 
in detail the estimated expenditures of 
each department for the current year. 
These estimates should be submitted 
to and approved by the council at the 
earliest possible date within the finan- 
cial year, so that each department 
may know exactly how mueh money 
it has at its disposal and how to 
plan out its work. 

Some local authorities have adopted 
this system, but do not follow It up. 
that is, they do not have monthly es- 
timates and accounts prepared of ex- 
penditures in relation to appropria- 
tions. In consequence, when too late 
to remedy the mistake, It is found that 
some of the appropriations have beon 
exceeded and at the end of the year 
Instead of a smull surplus of revenue 
over expenditure a deficit or an ex- 
cess expenditure over revenue is the 
result. 

Concentration in Experienced Man- 
agement Required to Contrel Rev- 
enues and Expenditures. 

It will be readily understood from 
the foregoing that municipal work is 
extremely diverse and technical in Its 
nature, and that to be successfully ad- 
ministered the present Bystem of mu- 
nicipal government requires to bo 
radically changed. 

In a short. paper such as this must 
necessarily be It Is impossible to dis- 
cuss tho system or , systems of loc.v. 
government at present In vogue. That 
they are usually a failure :n generally 
admitted, chiefly for the reason that 
administrative functions are nearly 
always controlled by men who have 
no experience in the work which they 
arc supposed to administer. 

Until tho legislative ana adminis- 
trative functions of our loca; authori- 
ties are strictly defined and separated 
the mayor and aldermen being respon- 
sible for the former, and municipal 
experts for the latter, true economic 
and efficient civic development cannot 
be obtained. 

- To properly control the various de« 
partments of a civic authority, tc co- 
ordinate their efforts and lo obtain 
co-operation, to prepare the annual es- 
timates or budget, to afterwards con- 
trol expenditures in relation to rev- 
enues and appropriations, and to guide 
the civic activities in accordance with 
a preconceived plan, there must be 
concentration of administrative iu- 
thoiity In one person, wno should be 
a municipal expert, anrd whose duty it 
would bo to act in the same relation- 
ship to the city council as a manaçer 
does to the directors of a business 
undertaking. 

Until a Dominion commission, de- 
partment of municipal affairs, or lo- 
cal government board, whichever it 
may be termed, is appointed to guide 
and direct municipal activities 
throughout the country, uniformity in 
municipal law, assessment nnd taxa-, 
tion, accountancy, statistical informa- 
tion, town planning and other matters 
of vital Importance to proper civic 
development will not be obtained. 

Much has been heard of the nation, 
allzatloh of our railway system, but 
what is even more needed fo reduce 
the cost of living" and the burden of 
taxation is the nationalization "of a 
municipal system of administration 
which will provide an efficient form .if 
local government.

EXPERIENCES AT YPRES SALIENT 
VIVIDLY TOLD. 
(Continued from Page 1.) 



?an crossing "No Man's Land" to at- 
tack, but our machine guns accounted 
tor him, and what they didn't handle 
the bayoneta did. That was the only 
interesting 3 crap we had In the salient, 
and shortly atter that we moved out 
to prepare for the Somme. 

Yoa have perhaps read in the paper 
about the Kcgina trench in the Somme, 
which has been taker, and retaken 
about 20 times, and which has been 
attacked and counter-attacked about 
one hundred and twenty times. Well, 
on the night of Sept. 28-29, we re- 
pulsed two counter-attacks, and on 
the morning of the 29lh, when Frifj 
was counter-attacking again In very 
large numbers, I got "knocked out" 
about ten or fifteen minutes after I 
got out of the trench, Fritz got in as 
we had completely run out of ammu- 
nition. We were wholly surrounded 
by him. Thero were only three of us 
in an old shell hole— two In England 
now, . and one killed— we picked up 
old rusty ammunition U nd tore pieces 
off our shirts to clean it to use in the 
gun. We were sonked to the skin, 
covered with mud from the tops of 
our heads to the soles of our feet, and 
hungry, tired and thirsty. The only 
thing we had besides our equipment 
was some wet bread and a couple of 
rubber sheets. About four o'clock In 
the afternoon It started to rain, and 
two of us held a rubber sheet be- 
tween us and caught enough water 
mixed with yellow mud to slake our 
thirst for a while, and ate the wet 
hread and about a quarter of a tin 
of Jam which we managed to scrape 
out. The next morning, when I got 
"knocked out," and had to walk about 
three miles to an ambulance. I would 
have dropped dead If a Chaplain had 
not appeared' on the scene with a 
'hermos bottle of hot bovril . A drink 
of this partially revived me, but when 
I got down the lino the doctor gave me 
a shot of rum and a meal, and told nie 
'o go and sleep until I woke ill', which 
was some time later. You can prob- 
ibly Imagine what a wounded or bat- 
tered up soldier looks like, but If not, 
1 um not going to tell you.

'.ho Canadian Expeditionary Force, 
and especially in Flanders. 

Dr. Mucphail Is well known as a 
writer, among the most important of 
Ills works being his "Essays on Puri- 
tanism." For many years before go- 
ing overseas Dr. Mucphail was Edi- 
tor of the University Magazine. His 
son, Lieut. J. B. Mricphali, who Is a 
graduate of Arts (.1914), went over- 
seas with the Canadian Engineers. 

The lecture this evening will be 
open free to the public.

It Is hoped that a very great 
many will be able to avail themselves 
of this splendid opportunity of learn- 
ing more about what is going on in 
the belligerent countries across the 
Atlantic. 
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THE DECLARATION OF LONDON. 

One hears, at this time, a great deal 
about the "Declaration of London." 
and yet very few people seem to know 
exactly what is meant by that De- 
claration. The following Is an ex- 
planation of the Declaration, written 
by the English Professor, Gilbert Mur- 
ray, in an article entitled "Great Brit- 
ain's Sea Policy": 

The Declaration of London was an 
attempt to codify and improve the 
traditional rules of warfare at sea. 
which have always been very fluc- 
tuating and uncertain. It was due 
largely to Sir Edward Grey. He sum- 
moned tho chief maritime nations to 
a conference on the subject in De- 
cember. 1908; the conference sat for 
less than three months, and in Febru- 
ary, 1909, made a report which was 
embodied in the Declaration of Lon- 
don. It was greatly discussed and 
eventually rejected in the British Par- 
liament. It was not even proposed 
anywhere else. As a matter of fact, 
the Declaration did not fully satisfy 
anyone. It was certainly a move in 
the right direction, but there were 
two large objections to It. First, 
many international lawyers consider- 
ed that It had been drawn too hast- 
ily, and was not a satisfactory legal 
code. Secondly, its desirability or un- 
desirability depended partly on cer- 
tain large political problems which 
were obscure In 1909. They are any- 
thing but obscure now. 

To take one point only — the one 
that specially affected Great Britain. 
Wo were then In the midst or our Ions 
negotiations with Germany for a re- 
duction of armaments, and a cessa- 
tion of naval rivalry. The Liberal 
policy was, In general, to conciliate 
Germany by every possihlo concession 
that could be made without fatally 
weakening ourselves or betraying the 
rest of Europe. For example, we de- 
liberately kept our army very small, 
to prove that wc intended no aggres- 
sion. On the otiier hand, wo could 
not give up our naval superiority be- 
cause wo are an island power; and. it 
we were once defeated at sea and 
blockaded, we could all be starved to 
death or submission in a few weeks. 
The Germans, on the other hand, ob- 
jected to our naval superiority on a 
number of vague or inadmissible 
grounds, (e.g., that "the German eisle 
was lame of one wing so long as her 
fleet was not as powerful among other 
fleets as her army among other arm- 
ies"), and on one that had some sha- 
dow of reason. They objected to hav- 
ing their very largo mercantile mar- 
ine at the mercy of Great Britain, in 
case of war. Consequently' It was 
worth our while, If we could thereby 
avoid war and secure gond relations 
with Germany, both to abandon the 
right of prize and. In general, to ïlit 
down the right? of a power command- 
ing the seas in such matters as block- 
ade and contraband. (When T say 
"rights." I mean practices claimed ag 
rights by ourselves and others when 
in command of the sea during war, 
though often disputed or denied by 
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THE GAYETY.

The entertainment is concluded by 
a dancing contest of old time dances, 
In which the waltz held Its everlast- 
ing popularity. 
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other powers, or by the same power3 
in a different situation.) 

We, as the power commanding the 
seas, were arranging to tfivo up cer- 
tain traditional advantages for tho 
sake of getting a better code of sea- 
law universally recognized, and In 
particular for the sake of ensuring 
the good will of Germany. The' pro- 
posed code turned out to be unsatis- 
factory, and was not adopted by a 
single nation. Instead of responding 
to our overtures of good will, Ger- 
many sprang suddenly at the throat 
of Belgium and France, and drove us 
into war.. 

The Declaration was never passed 
into law, never accepted either bv 
Great Britain or by any other nation. 
What wo did war. tn announce at the 
beginning of the war, as a guide, to 
other nations, that, though we did 
not of course accept it as a code, we 
should in general and with some de- 
ductions follow tho lines of tho De- 
claration, This seems about the best 
thing that .could be done in the cir- 
cumstances.
